The battle 


of Waterloo 


With his tenure at the Old Vic drawing 
to a close, the talented Kevin Spacey 
talks to Stephen Milton about his love 
of the theatre and south London 


S o Neil Sedaka was right all along; 

it seems breaking up really is hard 
to do. Especially when portrayed by 
a lovelorn Kevin Spacey who faces 
heartache on the horizon. While the 
star’s current relationship fortunately 
has some life in it yet, the end has always been 
in sight. And they both knew it was going to come 
to this... what started out as a torrid love affair 
was never going to stand the test. 

“I know it’s coming and I’m OK with that,” 
the double Oscar-winner quietly surmises with 
a restless shift in his seat. “We’ve had some great 
times and will hopefully have some more. But 
it will soon come time to go our separate ways; 

I’ll go one way, the Old Vic, another.” 
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“Before I took the post at the Old Vic, I thought 
it wasn’t enough to be this hallowed stage; the 
neighbourhood needed to have a stake in it too. 
Delivering life and energy to a community is what 
I wanted to do in this job. It makes me proud.” 


With fastidious consideration for each seated 
pose he assumes, there’s a slightly contrived ease 
to the double Oscar-winner’s demeanour. Dashingly 
dapper in a tailored grey two-piece, his flashing eyes 
dancing, his hairline suggestively thicker and fuller 
than before, Spacey is charm personified, holding 
court in a stifling suite in the Soho Hotel. 

By reputation, however, it’s clear the press 
interview is far from his ideal. 

Due to step down as artistic director of the Old 
Vic in two years time after a successful tenure 
since 2003, Spacey is credited with revitalizing the 
fortunes of the once-ailing venue. 

Before his appointment, plans were in the 
balance to remodel it as a bingo hall or lap¬ 
dancing club and with initial skepticism over the 
actor’s qualification for the role, most believed this 
invading Hollywood celebrity would simply speed 
up the process. 

But Spacey brought a new vigour; attracting 
much needed investment while staging successful 
runs of Frayn’s Noises Off and Ayckbourn’s 
Norman Conquests trilogy, injecting life not only 
into the theatre itself, but the surrounding pocket 
of south London. 

“It makes me proud,” he keenly grins. “Delivering 
life and energy to a community is what I wanted to 
do in this job, it wasn’t just about the theatre. 

“Before I took the post, I thought about it and 
came to the conclusion that it wasn’t enough to be 
this hallowed stage; the neighbourhood needed to 
have a stake in it too. 

“We’ve made sure to involve all with our 
workshops and our involvement in new writing 
and well, I like to think it has transformed people’s 
perspective of the Old Vic.” 

After signing a new contract in 2010, following 
seven successful years at the theatre, Spacey made 
the masterful decision to take on the lease on the 
passageways under Waterloo Station, now called 
‘the Old Vic Tunnels’, offering innovative creative 
space for production and audience alike. 

“I like the non-typical theatre experience,” he 
explains, “and one can have that in the Tunnels: to 
be seated in these dark, damp passageways with 
the noise of the trains pulling into Waterloo station, 


something completely different from our main 
space. It’s been a special transformation.” 

The new season - which starts in March, includes 
a new production of Rattigan’s The Winslow Boy 
and Vanessa Redgrave and James Earl Jones 
reuniting in Much Ado About Nothing - shows the 
American Beauty star, in his final stretch, still has his 
foot on the accelerator. 

“There’s so much to do, talent to harness, stories 
to tell. I’m far from finished; two years is still a 
considerable amount of time.” 

But with his starring role in House of Cards, an 
Americanised revisit of the classic BBC series, does 
this indicate a potential move back across the 
Atlantic, after a decade as a south London adoptee? 

“All I’m thinking about right now is my work with 
the Old Vic and House of Cards, there’s nothing else 
beyond that in my mind.” 

Commitments aside, has the love of the city been 
a magnetising force for the actor, who’s always kept 
the location of his London home close to his chest? 

He coolly offers a raised eyebrow, a suspicious 
crack in his shiny surface. “Who doesn’t love this 
city? I could go on and on about my favourite spots, 
but I’m partial to the radius around Waterloo. 

“The Southbank, it’s really an ultimate destination 
the culture, the promenade, the inspiring vista 
across the city skyline. It’s the perfect summer stroll, 
the perfect winter’s amble. It’s a preferred choice 
of mine for sure.” 

Protective of his private affairs, Spacey visibly 
bristles when the conversation takes a turn for 
what might be perceived as too close for comfort. 
Expertly, he steers the dialogue back to his new 
series, ably assisted by that sensuous resonance 
in his trademark tones. 

Famed for his complex, inspiring performances 
in LA Confidential, the aforementioned American 
Beauty and as the brilliantly puzzling Keyser Soze 
in The Usual Suspects (the latter two both deserved 
Oscar wins), the 53 year-old’s mass public profile 
has been quiet of late, after turning his back on 
Hollywood to focus his attentions on the Old Vic. 

“I got to a point where all my concentration was 
on film solely for nearly 10 or 12 years, really after 
American Beauty came out. 
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“And then I got to ’99 and thought, ‘I don’t want 
to pursue the same dream’, and that’s when the 
Old Vic arose in my life and I thought, ’There it is, 
something you can do that’s outside of yourself, 
that’s not about your career’. It wasn’t about, 

‘I don’t want to make anymore Hollywood movies’. 

I wanted to go towards theatre.” 

After a spate of low-key performances in Horrible 
Bosses and Casino Jack , Spacey delivers a long- 
awaited return to the mainstream in House of 
Cards , a glossy US remake of the 80s cult BBC series 
starring Ian Richardson as Francis Urquhart. 

Moving from Downing Street to Capitol Hill, 
Spacey takes over as Frank Underwood, a ruthless 
politico who’s passed over for Secretary of State and 
hatches a plot to bring down the new president. 

Like Richardson before him, Spacey brings an 
unfathomable likeability to a loathsome character. 
“He’s just a diabolical, delicious treat,” he smiles. 
“When I saw the original series, I thought it was 
delectable and fun and ripe for a revisit. 

“Frank has that wonderful conversation with 
the viewers, like Richard III and Iago, he has them 
on his side, despite his appalling actions. It’s just 


so entertaining and not the first time I’ve been 
offered TV but, for whatever reason, I waited, 
because maybe I was nervous of the limitations 
it offered. But House of Cards has been a totally 
different experience.” 

Directed by h\sSe7en helmer, David Fincher, 
and co-starring Robin Wright and Kate Mara 
(sister of Dragon Tattoo’s Rooney), the series 
is a pioneering first, available exclusively to on- 
demand internet entertainment provider, Netflix. 

“It’s how we watch TV these days,” Spacey 
remarks. “I’ll often be asked what I did this weekend 
and say, ‘Oh I caught up on two seasons of Game 
of Thrones , three of Breaking Bad. As viewers, 
we have become incredibly invested.” 

While the enthusiasm for his work is undeniable, 
there’s a mysterious enigma surrounding Kevin 
Spacey. As time is called on our chat, he snaps out 
of his chair and bids a warm farewell but there’s 
a feeling that one can only scratch the surface with 
a man so fervently protective of his privacy. For 
now, the handsome veneer will have to do. }

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Bookish brilliance 


As Dulwich Books celebrates its 30th year in business, Laura Johnston 
takes at look at the line up headed for the award-winning independent 
bookshop during its Spring Voices literary festival this month 


T the cosy comer of a 
local bookshop is a 
nostalgic childhood 
memory for many. But 
then the multinational 
chains arrived and 
many of these small, treasured stores 
closed their doors. Thankfully, we 
are fortunate to have a number of 
great independent bookshops in 
our parts - Tales on Moon Lane, 
Bookseller Crow on the Hill, Review, 
Chener Books - and one of the area’s

Tell us about The Train in the 
Night: A Story of Music and Loss... 

It’s an account of what happened to 
a lifelong music fiend (and music 


critic) following sudden calamitous 
hearing loss overnight in 2007. A 
neurologist explained that if there 
was going to be any restoration of 
my ability to hear music properly, 
then I would have to retrain my brain 
through the agency of memory. 

So the book is partly a neurological 
case study, partly a memoir, partly 
an exploration of why music 
is important to human beings. 

How has your relationship 
with music changed since 
you lost your hearing? 

My relationship with music has 
intensified since the hearing loss; 
it has become more important to 
me than ever - and from writing the 
book I have a clearer idea of why. 

In the five years since the calamity, 
my hearing remains as diminished as 
ever, but my ability to connect with 
music has been restored to a large 
degree. Hearing and listening are 
different things. 


Who are your most inspiring 
musicians? 

I would say that, for me, the most 
indispensible musicians throughout 
my life have been John Coltrane, 
The Rolling Stones, JS Bach, 

Marvin Gaye, Bob Dylan and 
Miles Davis. But that is just the 
needle-sharp point of a very, 
very big iceberg. 

Has your appreciation of the 
written word intensified? 

I have always read 
compulsively and one 
of the signal conditions 
for good reading is quiet 
- and so reading is of even 
greater importance to me 
than before. The deafness 
has confirmed for me 
that my desire to read 
and my desire to hear music 
are related and stem from 
the same appetite for thought, 
feeling and sensation.

Tell us about Mini Racer... 

Kristy Dempsey’s rhyming text for 
this book about a race is brief, but 
there’s a lot happening in the pictures, 
so children ‘read’ the pictures as we 
go along. Among my characters are 
a snooty giraffe (whose Jeep gets 
stuck in a tunnel), no-good crocs in 
a Cadillac, a bear with a beehive, 
rabbits in a carrot car, an owl family 
driving a log, a bone-loving dog 
on a motorbike, acrobatic cats 
on a cycle... oh, and a snail 
on a skateboard. 

What was your favourite book 
as a child? 

For years I looked forward to getting 
my Rupert Annual at Christmas. 

In addition to the stories, I loved 
Rupert for all the clear, colourful 
detail in the pictures. 

Your father John Strevens was a 
painter. Did he encourage you? 

As a child I’d often watch him 


painting in his studio. He never 
taught me directly and later on 
he didn’t encourage or discourage 
me, just warned me that you have 
to be persistent. 

Has your own family inspired 
any of your books? 

Yes! The first three books I wrote and 
illustrated, Toto in Pahs, Rome and 
Spain, were based on my then five- 
year-old son. And I’ve a story about 
a stone-age girl that was inspired 
by my daughter. 

Why is it so important that we 
lend our support to independent 
bookshops? 

Bookshops are the only places 
left in the high street where your 
imagination can fly. I love the smell 
of bookshops and sweetshops 
and I remember as a child how 
powerful I felt with a few coins 
in my pocket to spend in both 
those places.

Tell us about your new book,

I t has been said that there are 
only two certainties in life: death 
and taxes. So it is important to be 
prepared. Dying without a will leads 
to a whole raft of problems and is all 
but guaranteed to add to the strain 
on a family and loved ones trying to 
cope with bereavement. Given this, it 
is surprising that an estimated 70% of 
the UK population do not have a will. 

Misconceptions abound as to 
who gets what if you have no will 
and how tricky the process of 
making a will is, whilst erroneous 
legal concepts (such as that of the 
‘common law spouse’) are deeply 
rooted in our national consciousness. 

If you have no will, the applicable 
rules are very rigid and can lead to 


situations whereby your estate does 
not pass in the way you would wish. 
They can also easily give rise to 
sizeable - and wholly unnecessary 
- tax costs. If you die with no will 
and are married with children, 
your spouse (or civil partner) will 
only receive all of your personal 
belongings and the first £250,000 of 
your estate outright. 

The balance is then split into two 
equal shares, with one share passing 
to your children equally at age 18, 
while the other is held on trust for 
your spouse during their lifetime (so 
they receive the income only) and 
then passes to your children. If you 
have no spouse and/or children then 
your parents and siblings usually 


benefit. If you have a long-term 
partner (a so-called ‘common law 
spouse’), or any stepchildren, they 
will not benefit from your estate 
in any way under these rules. 

All of these issues can be avoided 
with a simple will. Key issues to 
consider include: whom to appoint as 
guardian of your young children; how 
old your children should be before 
receiving any capital; and who should 
be responsible for administering your 
estate. Making a will need not be an 
expensive or stressful process, and 
will lead to greater peace of mind 
for you and your family.

Here, 
south London author 
Melissa Harrison, who 
uses the natural world 
as inspiration, shares 
her favourite local 
green spaces 

W hat comes to mind when 
you think about ‘nature’? 

An ancient, unspoiled 
wood full of scarce and secretive 
species? Rural valleys hiding 
wildflowers and rare butterflies? 

When you want to get away from it all, 
or decide that you’d like to see some 
wildlife, do you drive out of town, or 
perhaps get the train somewhere for a 
long walk? Living in south London, 
a connection to nature is much 
closer to hand. 

I’m a writer who uses the natural 
world for inspiration. My novel, Clay , 
is set in a city, but really it’s about 
nature, and our connection to it: 
what we lose when we stop 
noticing what’s around us. 

When I first moved to London I 
missed the trees and fields of Surrey, 
where I grew up; in the late 1970s 
and early 80s it was still possible for 
a child to play by themselves all day, 
and that’s what I did: climbing trees, 
building dens and damming streams. 
When I moved to London I was busy 
with work, and had a hectic social 
life, but I also had a growing sense 
of disconnection. I was living in East 
London - this was before it became 
fashionable - and I felt as though 
something inside me was dying. 

Then I moved south - first to 
Clapham, and then to Streatham.

It was like living in a different city: 
for one thing, there seemed to be so 
many more street trees, and not just 
flowering cherries but venerable old 
London planes and horse chestnuts: 
big trees that cast dappled shade and 
were full of squirrels and magpies. 

And the other surprise was the 
parks. London is a famously green 
city, but as soon as I adopted a dog 
and began to really explore, I realised 
just how many areas of common or 
recreational land I could take her to, 
from vast areas such as Wimbledon 
Common to tiny pockets like Palace 
Road Nature Garden in Tulse Hill, 
which gave me the inspiration for one 
of the key locations in Clay. 

Increasingly, studies are showing 
that there is a link between both 
our mental and physical health and 
our levels of interaction with nature 
(particularly for children), and I 
certainly found that the more I got 
out and looked at the urban wildlife 
around me, the happier I became. 

But I wonder how much of that 



would have happened had I not had 
the good fortune to move to south 
London, and had my dog not helped 
me see what was around me. 

Writing Clay was a way of sharing 
my discovery with other people. 
During the two years it took to write 
I explored south London’s parks and 
green spaces as much as I could, from 
Tooting Common (which features on 
the cover of the book) to Sydenham 
Hill Woods and Rush Common (little 
more than a wide verge running 
along Brixton Hill, but with a legacy 
of lovely Victorian trees). Each is 
so different in character to the next, 
but all of them have something to 
offer - and once you start to look, 
you’ll notice more and more, your 
connection growing 
and deepening, 
enriching your life 
in London. ]

Turning Japanese 


What London needs to do to become a world-class sushi contender 


For those who are serious about sushi, the search 
for piscine perfection is as ceaseless as it is exacting. 
No voyage is too grueling, no suburb too distant, no 
backstreet too grim. It’s an addiction, a fearsome 
urge for the freshest fish, perched atop a lozenge of 
just-warm, vinegared rice. And that’s just the nigiri. 

I’d travel across continents for sea urchin (uni) so 
sweet and deliciously lascivious that my taste buds 
blush with ill-hidden lust. And tackle raging torrents 
(well, torrential rain, anyway) for another taste of 
eel, rich, sticky and magnificent. Proper sushi is 
a very serious business indeed. There may be a 
mass of sushi places in London, but a mere fraction 
makes the grade. The less said about those sorry 
supermarket specimens, with their sub-zero, claggy 
rice and sad scraps of smoked salmon, the better. 
They’re no more real sushi than I’m Lionel Messi. 

Because the greatest sushi is rather more than 
a slab of raw fish and handful of rice. Like so 
many arts, it demands experience, technique and 
passion. There are tales of Japanese masters who 
train apprentices for up to ten years before they are 
even allowed near the rice. Having eaten in a few 
of Tokyo’s finest joints, I have an idea as to what 
makes for sushi perfection. 

One of the best places was a tiny cabin a fish roe’s 
throw from Tsukiji Fish market. The market itself is 
legendary, a place that has more fish flapping and 
gasping inside than the average aquarium. But here, 
behind fogged up windows, each piece was finished 
before you, then plonked down on the wooden 
counter and eaten without the need for chopsticks. 
There were no gimmicks or unnecessary flourishes, 
just tuna (otoro and chutoru, both rich, fatty belly 
cuts) so fresh it was still practically twitching. Cut by 
a hand that had seen decades of practice. And sat 
atop a warm, vinegar-scented pillow of rice. 

Sadly, Bluefin tuna is seriously endangered and 
must be avoided. I can’t say it’s easy to pass 
on what, to me, is the finest of them all, but 
there you go. Carry on munching it, and 
this wide-eyed, sleekly muscled beast will 
be no more. 

Good sushi costs hard cash. Quite a 
lot of it. The raw materials don’t come 
cheap. Never trust a place that offers all 
you can eat for £10 or £ 20 . In fact, run a 
mile. But I once had a favorite in London, 

Sushi Hiro, tucked away in a particularly 
unglamorous Acton shopping arcade. 

And it was pretty reasonably priced. I 


wasn’t alone in my worship, as it was beloved by 
critics and punters alike. They opened for a few 
hours a day, and served only sushi and sashimi. 

A year or so back, they changed hands and 
standards slipped. Alas. 

Still, there are still enough heroes to go around. 
Dinings (dinings.co.uk), a tiny space just off 
Marylebone Road is sublime, small but perfectly 
formed. The chefs were trained at Nobu, hence the 
Peruvian flavour, but do ensure you book. Roka 
(rokarestaurant.com) is another favourite, and the 
other dishes are every bit the equal of their raw 
fish. Umu (umurestaurant.com) is THE place for 
Kyotan cuisine but even by Mayfair, high-end sushi 
standards, it’s expensive. But it is damned fine. 

Inaho, in Bayswater, serves the best yellowtail 
sashimi in town, although service can be a touch 
slow. Chisou (chisourestaurant.com, the Hanover 
Square branch) is consistently reliable, as is Sushi 
Of Shiori (sushiofshiori.co.uk), a newcomer that 
seems to have ironed out a few irritating flourishes. 

There is one more place, though, that’s said to be 
the best of them all, Sushi Tetsu (sushitetsu.co.uk), 
tucked away down a quiet Clerkenwell back street. 
Everyone who has eaten there closes their eyes in 
silent adoration as they mutter its name. But it has 
less than a dozen seats. And rather more rabid sushi 
freaks desperate to get inside. I am one of those 
freaks. Once I’ve entered those hallowed doors, I’ll 
report back. Until then, I live in hope. London has a 
decent smattering of serious sushi, but the world- 
class still eludes us. With Sushi Tetsu, that eternal 
wait could, at long last, be over.

My Big Fat Greek Dulwich

For years it’s stood empty, so it’s 
about time somebody breathed 
new life into it - and we’re thrilled 
it is of the sun-filled, meze-grazing 
Greek variety. 

Owner Andy And reou has 
packed the menu with authentic 
Greek and Cypriot dishes like 
kleftiko and souvlakia. We spent 
quite some time debating various 
combinations of hot and cold 
starters, until the chatty, chirpy 
Andy came over to lend his 
assistance. Soon enough our 
table was furnished with a variety 
of meze - olives, taramasalata 
(my absolute favourite, and very 
good it was too), tzatziki, giant 
butter beans in tomato sauce, 
feta cheese with a hint of chilli, 
Greek spicy sausage, halloumi 
with smoked ham (though we 
removed the ham because it 
was a little heavy) and delicious 
dolmades (vine leaves stuffed 
with fresh mince, rice and herbs). 

I’d be very happy for the entire 
meal to be conducted in this 
manner (you can just order the 
full meze), but the chargrilled sea 
bream under the list of fish dishes 
had caught my eye. Seasoned 
in olive oil, lemon and salt and 
chargrilled over real charcoal it 
was simply delicious. There’s just 
something so satisfying about a 
whole fish being placed in front 
of you, and that crisp skin and 
flavourful, meaty flesh. Delicious. 

My friend had the keftedes 
(meatballs with onions, parsley 
and herbs). She was disappointed 
that they weren’t swimming in 
a tomatoey sauce -1 guess she 
was expecting the Jamie Oliver 
variety - but soon perked up 
when they turned out to be really 
very good. There’s certainly no 
holding back on flavour here.

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A good egg 

It’s the best meal of the day, reckons south Londoner 
Seb Emina - aka Malcolm Eggs - hugely popular breakfast 
blogger and author of the newly published The Breakfast 
Bible. Nikki Spencer chats bacon and eggs... 



I t is only as the photographer 
snaps away, capturing Seb 
Emina posing with a full 
English breakfast at The 
Brockley Mess, that it strikes 
me just how tortuous this is. 
Here is a man who loves nothing more 
than a good fry up and we are stopping 
him from sampling the goods, bar 
a nibble of a sausage, until we have 
the perfect shot. »> 
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Emina is certainly more relaxed 
once the photo shoot is over and he 
can get stuck into his bacon and eggs. 

“The full English really is a great 
breakfast”, he declares, eating with 
obvious relish. “No one ever sat 
down and devised the recipe, it just 
appeared from a whole country’s 
preference, which is pretty amazing.” 

What makes breakfast the best meal 
of the day, according to Emina, is 
not just the variety of foods you can 
eat - his book includes recipes for 
everything from bagels and buttermilk 
pancakes to eggs Benedict and Baozi 
(Asian wraps), as well as a chapter 
devoted to each of the ‘Magic Nine’ 
ingredients of the much-loved full 
English - but also its relaxed nature. 

“Things you can do at breakfast 
would be rude at other meals,” 
observes 36 - year-old Emina. “Reading 
the paper, listening to the radio, 
watching TV...” he lists. “You can’t 
eat lunch or dinner in bed,” he adds, 
although he is personally not a big fan 
of breakfast in bed. 

“I will happily accept it and the 
thought is very special, but deep 
down I prefer a table. You can’t really 
relax with crumbs going everywhere!” 

Emina’s parents moved from 
Birmingham to East Dulwich when 
he was 11 . He attended Goodrich 
Primary School, then Forest Hill Boys, 
before heading off to Leeds to study 
English and Philosophy. Returning 
to south London after university he 
would regularly meet up for breakfast 
with friends and it was on one of 
these get-togethers, in Lordship Lane, 
back in 2005 that the idea for the 
phenomenally popular breakfast 
blog (it has clocked up over a million 
followers worldwide) was born. 

“We went out for breakfast one 
Saturday morning, about five or six 
of us,” explains Emina. “It was quite 
an expensive breakfast and it wasn’t 
great. The waiter wasn’t bothered 
and seemed to think we were lucky 
to get anything. I don’t want to name 
names, it may have got better now,” 
he adds diplomatically. 

“We all talked about how food is

written about a lot, but not so much 
breakfast, so we decided to start a 
blog. We did it as we were feeling 
ripped off and disappointed and 
fleeced, but the site is not about doing 
people down. It is born out of love 
- a love for a great breakfast.” 

They called it The London 
Review of Breakfasts in homage 
to the London Review of Books, 
and everyone came up with pen 


names for themselves. 

“I have always liked puns,” says 
Emina, citing Grease Witherspoon and 
Shreddie Kruger as recent examples, 
“and they just keep coming. 

“I thought no one would read it 
and we would be screaming in the 
wind,” says Emina, but the blog, 
which he describes as very much a 
collaborative effort with his friends 
(“I am just the gatherer of really good 
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ideas”), soon built up a following. 

“It happened really quickly. 
Londonist wrote a story about it and 
people started to look at the site and 
then it snowballed.” 

The London Review of Breakfasts 
featured in numerous national 
publications, including The Financial 
Times, The Guardian and The 
Independent. Not surprisingly literary 
agents were soon inviting Emina 
for breakfast and the idea for The 
Breakfast Bible was hatched. 

He describes it as “a practical book, 
but an entertaining book too. You 
can cook from it or you can just sit 
and read it and enjoy the writing and 
tangential research”. Here he lists the 
inclusion of good songs to boil an egg 
too (Roxette’s Listen to Your Heart, 
apparently) and a page on Freud’s 
Breakfast Dream, as examples. 

So, after many years of breakfast 
research, what’s been his worst ever 
start to the day? 

“I don’t like to point fingers 
as places can change, but some 


international breakfasts do make 
me wonder how come they are so 
popular. I went to Hawaii a few years 
ago and they have the Loco Moco - 
which means crazy snot in Hawaiian! 
The dish is white rice with a burger 
pattie and a fried egg on top coated 
in onion gravy. I didn’t manage 
to finish it.” 

And the best? 

“I’ve had lots of excellent ones 
(Hawksmoor, Duck & Waffle) but 
some of my favourites have actually 
been in my house. Breakfast cooked 
by yourself, for yourself, just the way 
you like it is 
pretty hard 
to beat.” ]

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Cooking with passion 

Chrissy Hey celebrates Chapters talented chef, 
Alex Tyndall, a real boon to Blackheath 



I’ve always thought there was 
something exceptional about 
Chapters in Blackheath. It is elegant 
yet cosy. Tasty and comforting, 
yet edgy. Its service is bespoke, 
professional yet friendly. No wonder it 
is the proud holder of a much-prized 
Michelin Bib Gourmand - unlike any 
other restaurant in the area. 

The head chef is the wonderful 
Alex Tyndall, who cut his teeth at 
Andrew McLeish’s Michelin starred 
Chapter One and has been with him 
for the past seven years. His mission 
statement is: “The only way you can 
set yourself apart is by giving good 
quality, good value for money and 
consistency using the professional 
knowledge you have to deliver 
something that is fantastic for people 
to eat.” 

In other words he likes to show 
us the love. And we taste that love 
- inventive yet classic seasonal dishes 
of organically and ethically farmed 
meat and vegetables. We taste the 
tailoring. This food is couture at 
high street prices - exquisite, sought 
after and unbelievable value with 
set menus from £12.95. Spatchcock 
chicken with lemon and thyme 
cooked in Josper oven - giving it a 
wonderful flavour and texture - is just 
£11.95. 

Chapters is the polar opposite of 
the fake brasserie chains spreading 


seemingly uncontrollably on the high 
street. On the surface they seem user 
friendly, fashionable and affordable, 
but ultimately they are disposable 
and bland with compromised quality. 
My recent experience at one of them 
clarified this for me - an identikit 
chain where my friend picked over 
a plate of dry chicken and thin fries 
that were sadly lacking in potato. 

(The chips at Chapters are an event 
in themselves: triple cooked, crisp on 
the outside, fondantly fluffy inside.) 
My steak was overcooked and rather 
sad, it had to go back. But my main 
objection is being patronised and the 
attempted trickery. 

Most people these days are very 
educated about food. We know it 
should be ethically sourced, local as 
possible and fresh. We know eating 
food in a restaurant should be better 
than we can make at home. We are 
all chef savvy. Some of us know their 
way around Jamie’s pizza and others 
around Nigella’s chocolate cake. We 
don’t want to be served food that 
tastes like it has been made by a robot 
or in a central production kitchen 
miles away and shipped in. 

We want our restaurant food to be 
special, individual. It’s very difficult 
to achieve the twin goals of reliable, 
dependable and exciting, and an 
exciting adventurous experience. 

It takes intelligence, a real chef and

imagination to get the details right. 

Tyndall’s love of mixing textures 
makes every meal, even the simplest, 
feel reinvigorated. “We change the 
vegetables seasonally so that they can 
be locally produced and fresh using 
samphire and monks beard in the 
summer and in the winter we’ll use 
black cabbage, curly kale and root 
vegetables.” 

What makes the menu at Chapters 
special is that the chef has thrown his 
whole heart into it, and you can really 
taste the difference.

Culture capital 

It’s known as the Olympic capital, but Lausanne 
in Switzerland, located on the shores of Lake 
Geneva, also boasts riches in heritage, culture 
and UNESCO vineyards, finds Victoria Purcell 


L ausanne, the smallest 
of Switzerland’s 
four major cities, is 
beautiful. One of the 
greenest in Europe, 
with vast parklands 
and UNESCO-recognised vineyards, 
it sits on the shores of Lake Geneva, 
offering jaw-dropping views across the 
waters to the French Alps. 

It is also home to the International 
Olympic Committee headquarters. As 
such it is the base for 36 international 
sports organisations, and a big draw 
for sports enthusiasts with hiking and 
mountain biking networks, Nordic 
skiing trails, watersports and more. 

But if you’d rather relax and 
sample the local delicacies, Lausanne 
provides. Chosen as the 2012 City of 
Taste, the city has a record number 
of award-winning restaurants. Staying 
at the centrally located Lausanne 
Palace, one of the city’s two 5 Star 
Superior hotels (the other, the Beau 
Rivage, is located on the shores of 
Lake Geneva), you don’t have to stray 
far for good eats. 

At Lausanne Palace, the esteemed 
Edgard Bovier reigns as executive 



chef, and the hotel’s Michelin-starred 
Table d’Edgard - chic and luxurious 
with huge open windows into the 
kitchen - serves up gourmet southern 
French cuisine such as courgette 
flowers blown with crispy langoustine 
or beef marrow in fleur de sel. There 
are three more restaurants, including 
the Palace Sushi Zen, serving up sushi 
and sashimi crafted by Japanese 
‘sushi masters’, and the Cote Jardin 
Mediterranean restaurant, awarded 
14 points in the Gault et Millau guide, 
with a panoramic terrace overlooking 
Lake Geneva (a view I also enjoyed 
from the sweet little balcony from 
my top-floor room). Cocktails in 
the Habana bar are a must - sink 
into a leather armchair and let the 
welcoming staff spoil you as you kick 
back and listen to the pianist. There’s 
a cigar room here, too, and the hotel 
even boasts its very own private 
nightclub. Should you overindulge, 
head to the spa, with pool, sauna, 
hammam and fitness room. 

Venturing outside, you can turn 
right into the old city centre, or 
left into the recently redeveloped 
Flon area, where the cool-set hangs 
out (as a city renowned for its 
educational institutions, Lausanne has 
a large, vibrant student population). 
Alternatively, hop on the metro 
(there’s only one line, so you can’t 
go wrong) and head down to the 
waterfront, where you can wander the 
harbour and take in the view, amble 
about the landscaped public square, 
or stroll over to the Olympic Park 
and Museum (closed until late 2013 
for refurbishment, but a temporary 
exhibition is held on a steamboat). 

While down this end of town, 
stop for lunch at Chateau d’Ouchy’s 
restaurant, another of Edgard Bovier’s 



fine eateries. On a fine day, bag a 
table on the lakeside terrace. Do 
order the perch - it’s fished daily, 
direct from the lake, and prepared in 
a deliciously simple, yet sophisticated, 
Mediterranean-style. 

Other local specialities to try 
include papet vaudois (cabbage 
sausage) fondue (head for the 
wonderfully whiffy Cafe du Grutli in 
the city centre), gateau a la raisinee 
and Swiss chocolate tarts. And, of 
course, the wine... 

Combine a day out to Chillon 
Castle, Switzerland’s most visited 
historic monument, located in 
Montreux, with a trip to the UNESCO 
World Heritage vineyards of Lavaux. 
Both are just outside Lausanne, so 
take the train out to the castle in 
the morning, hop back on to reach 
the vineyards, then cruise home to 
Lausanne Ouchy aboard the majestic 
La Suisse steamboat via the small, 
picturesque port of Cully. 

Chillon Castle is a carefully restored 
citadel boasting Bonivard’s prison 
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acres of vineyards. The view is 
spectacular. I suspect this place 
may actually be heaven. After a tour 
of the cellars and a sample of the 
goods, head to the boutique for a few 
bottles to take home with you. 

An absolute must while in 
Lausanne, and undoubtedly the 
highlight of our trip, was an evening 
visit to the nightwatchman’s tower 
atop the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 

On arrival, the watchman (Renato 
Hausler) lowers a key from his 
tower on a piece of string so you 
can let yourself in. You then climb 
the 153 stairs up to the watchman’s 
quarters before watching him in 
action: donning his cape and hat 
he sets to ringing the bells, calling 
out to residents below. The tradition 
dates back over 600 years, when his 
role was vital, reminding people to 
extinguish their fires at night and to 
raise the alarm in case of disaster. 

It really is something to behold, 
as the bells ring in your ears

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Louise Simpson, head of Bromley High School, 
looks back over 130 years of excellence 


I ndustrialisation, population 
growth, improved standards 
of living and, for girls, the 
introduction of schools where they 
can excel... In January 1883, on 
Elmfield Road, Bromley High School 
opened its doors. As one of the 
second wave of schools opened by 
the Girls’ Public Day School Company 
(formed in 1872, and now known as 
the Girls’ Day School Trust, or GDST), 
it was a pioneer. 

At the time there were 15,000 
residents in Bromley, a town covering 
4,700 acres. Miss Heppel was the 
founding headmistress and the 
school took an entry in the Bromley 
Directory of 1887. There was Y GARN, 
on Ravensbourne Road, advertised 
as a School for the Daughters of 
Gentlemen (The Lower Class is open 
to boys’, the advert stated). At the 
nearby Ladies High Class School the 
principal boasted resident French and 
German governesses and classes for 
physical culture in her advert, and at 
Elsternwick School, Professor and Mrs 
Yarrow offered to receive a limited 
number of the daughters of gentlemen 
to board and educate. 

The educational landscape was 
very different to that we inhabit 
today. Quite apart from the long 
dresses, horse-drawn carriages, and 
quaint advertising, the world that girls 
inhabited was determined almost 
exclusively by class and gender. In 
only one of the schools featured 
in the Bromley Directory are any 
examinations mentioned for girls. 

The mistresses or teachers in the girls 
schools don’t give their qualifications 
and there is a distinct lack of 
reference to subjects to be studied. 

This is in stark contrast to the 
boys Prep Schools advertised. They 
promise boys will be prepared 
for scholarship and entrance to 


the Public Schools. They suggest 
their boys are well prepared for 
scholarships to Eton, Tonbridge, 
Harrow and Winchester. They are all 
led by headmasters with Oxford and 
Cambridge degrees and they focus on 
music, science and gymnastics. They 
paint a picture, for the privileged boys 
able to attend these schools, of action- 
packed school life and an exciting 
and successful adult life beyond. 


At Bromley High School the girls 
were lucky; they belonged then, as 
they do now, to an innovative and 
ambitious group of schools - the 
GDST (now 26 schools educating 
20,000 pupils nationwide), which 
believed young women deserved 
equal opportunities to their brothers. 
We continue to believe this, and it is 
for this reason our girls outperform 
girls in co-educational and maintained 
schools at every stage; that our girls 
are more likely to study maths and 
sciences; and that our girls leave us 
to become productive members of 
society, often taking on high profile 
and very successful roles. 

In 2013 we celebrate 130 years of 
Bromley High School. The face of 
education has changed, but our aims 
have not. We continue to put girls at 
the heart of all we do and we are very 
proud of all they achieve. }

T wo months into 2013 and things are definitely 
on the up. Instructions are still thin on the 
ground and the level of applicants is still 
very much on the increase, pushing prices in 
East Dulwich and the surrounding areas through 
the roof.
